Vienna, Fuly 16. Inthe courfe ‘of feven days five diffe- 
rent ftorms have happened in Upper Auftria, which exte 
to the valley of Steirmarck, the mountains of Warta and iby 
elberg, the frontiers of Silefia, and thofe of Tranfylvania.
